COME AGAIN, COLONEL! 


The name Hoyt S. Vandenberg has been 
in U.S. History books many years n o w . 
It 
rests in Air Force annals beside other great 
aeronautical heroes such as Mitchell,

Since then, there hasbeen 
some easing of the dr ought 
from rain April 19 and 20, but 
it was confined mainly to an 
area north of US 90, 


This week, the benefits of 
that moisture, Bragg 
says, 
have just about vanished. 


"Our broom com is s t i l l 
growing a little and 
hanging 


on. " Bragg said, "but it sure 


needs some moisture, " 
Only 
a small portion of the predict­ 
ed acreage of broom com was 
planted because of the d r y ­ 


ness. 
Earlier, surveys i n d i ­ 
cated most broom com farm­ 
ers had anticipated planting 


larger crops than last year. 


"The northwest Rio M e ­ 
dina area got about a 
h a l f 
inch of rain Sunday night, " 
Bragg said, "but there was ve­ 
ry little elsewhere. 


"Our grain sorghum looks 
bad, and it's not g r o w i n g . 
Some of our producers f e e l 
it's too late, even if it does 


rain, and are t h i n k i n g 
of 
plowing it under. 
"There are a few f i e l d s , 


however, tiiat look extremely 
good considering our weather 


conditions. 
Such fields are 
spotty, though, " Bragg said. 


The county agent estim at­ 
ed that only about IO, OOO a- 


cres looked at all good, 
and 
.aid that if there is no rain in 
the next two weeks, this acre­ 
age, too. w ill be lost. 


Bragg said only a few grain 
sorghum fields are making a- 
ny growth. 
These, 
he 
said, 
are not uniform as far as stock 
size, but rain might produce 
a crop. 


"Our grain sorghum is usu­ 
ally headed ou t by J u l y , " 


Bragg said, "and it looks now, 
if we get rain, it 'll be m id 
July before it's headed. " 
The agent noted that M e­ 


dina County produces an av­ 
erage of 80, OOO acresofgrain 


sorghum a year with an av­ 
era ge yield of about 2500 
pounds per acre. 


Based on past 
m a r k e t 


trends, the crop would s e l l 
for Si. 80 a hundred in a nor­ 


mal year, he said. 


On that basis, with farm­ 
ers not even planting 25 per 
cent of die crop, the county 
has lost $900, OOO. 


In addition, Bragg noted, 


another 25 per cent of 
the 
crop that was p l a n t e d 
as 
been lost, bringing the total 
loss from grain sorghum alone 
to $1.8 minion. 


Added to this loss is anotli- 
er $2 million from the small 
grain failure, and losses to 


cattlemen who had to feed 
cattle when r ange 
grasses 
failed to grow. 


Loss of the grain sorghum 
crop, plus broom com, along 
with the smaU grains already 


gone, and heavy' feeding costs 
to livestock producers could 


easily cost Medina C o u n t y 
$10 m illion, Bragg said. 


Because of the widespread 
drouth throughout the gr ai n 
sorghum producing areas 
of 


1 exas, a-agg ex pects the 
price to stay above $2. 25 a 
hundred for any milo t h a t ' s 
harvested. 


Bragg said the county's Ir-

Today's Subject: Barbiturates — Depressants 


Barbiturates, unlike Marijuana, Heroin and Hallucinogens, 
are legitimate drugs. However, although they can be and are 
prescribed legally by physicians, they can be extremely dan­ 
gerous when misused because normally used they depress the 
central nervous system . 
. the brain and spinal column. In 
this category are: 
SECONAL, SECO BARBITAL: these are red capsules and 
referred to by drug misusers as “ Red Devils 
— NHMBl TAL. 
PEN TO BA RBITA L: these are yellow in color and in capsule 
form also. Slang term is “ Yellow Jackets" — TTI NAL, AMO- 
W ITH SECO -BARBITAL: red and blue (half & half) and called 
' Rainbows" on the street market — AMYTAL, AMOBARBI* 
TAL: all blue capsules, called “ Blue Heavens" by abusers. 
Thest are all dangerous prescription drugs usually pre­ 
scribed as sleeping pills They are the most commonly found 
barbiturates on the illegal “ street market” 
BA RBITU RA TES 
A R E HIGHLY ADDICTIVE. Physical addiction or, as it is call­ 
ed, “ physically hooked" users will: 
Require increas d doses regularly because the body 
builds a tolerance to these drugs. 
Be depressed, drowsy and demonstrate marked slur­ 
red speech. 
Become 
psychologically 
dependent, 
or 
mentally 
“ hooked" 
Suffer withdrawal pains if dose is not available and 
can experience nervousness, tremors, convulsions, de­ 
lusions, hallucinations and delirium. 
“ Intoxication” on barbiturates can range from lethargy to 
deco coma, d; pf - ding on how much is taken. The trouble is, 
after taking to:j nut h the misuser doesn’t remended how much 
he has taken and often takes more and more until a coma re- 
suits I" addition to these dane#**- :iis possibilities, drug users 
often drink alcoholic beverages in addition to taking drugs, at 
the same time they are “ on” drugs. It has been oroved that 
barbiturates, when combined with alcohol, can be deadly! In­ 
tended o- accidental death can result More people commit sui­ 
cide with barbiturates than with guns’ 
It is best to keep well in mind the fact that some barium - 
rates are obtained by youth from home medicine chests, but 
the vast majority are obtained from ‘‘street markets.” Most 
barbiturates are made legally in the I S.A., sold legally to 
Mexican and other foreign firms, and reappear back in the 
U.S.A. on the illegal “ street market" within 6 months They 
cwt about 25c each and are usually packaged in foil wrappers 
containing 4 to 6 for a dollar. 
It is of some comfort to know that stimulants and barbi­ 
turates are regulated by the Food and Drug Administration 
under the drug abuse control amendments of 1965. These pro­ 
vide for a strict accounting of supplies of the drug by the manu­ 
facturer, distribute)'*, and seller, and restrict the use** to five 
refills of the prescription, at the discretion of his doctor. There­ 
fore, these drugs can be had legally only through a physician. 
Illicit manufacturing and dispensing of barbiturates can bring 
fines of $1,000 to $10,000 and prison sentences of I to 3 years 
Those convicted of selling tile drugs to persons under 21 cai! 
receive up to $15,000 fines and 5 to 6 years in jail. 
How to handle tell tale signs of drug abuse in a child will 
be discussed in another article Right now we are going over 
the fat ts so that we all have firmly in mind the nature of the
